In inventive practice, triboluminescent elements (e.g., triboluminescent crystals or 
polyciystals or aggregations thereof) can be integrated with the structure of interest in any of 
various ways in composites of all kinds, including fiber matrix composites, in particle matrix 
composites, reinfoicement-plus-fiUer hybrid composites, fiber-plus-particle hybrid composites, 
composite laminates, or combinations thereof. For instance, triboluminescent elements can be, 
or be included in. some or all of the particle (and/or fiber) reinforcement constituents of a 
reinforcement-matrix system. Or, triboluminescent elements can be, or be included in. some or 
all of the particle filler constituents of a filler-matrix system.
